It 
was enacted with legislation boost­ 
ing the gasoline tax one cent. 
T ruckers from Ohio, 
Michigan, 
Indiana, illinois, Connecticut and 
New York, filed ‘heir request for a 
tem p o rary injunction yesterday. 
T hen 
spokesm an, Atty. Joseph 
B. Keenan of W ashington, said: 
“ This is a situation in which with­ 
out a restraining o rd er, the oper­ 
ation may be a success but the pa­ 
tient m ay well be 
dead. 
Unless 
these truck o p erato rs are relieved 
of paying zhis tax, they will be 
driven out of business.” 
E dm und Brady of Detroit, rep re­ 
senting the truckers, said the case 
would be carried all the way to 
the United States S u p rem e Court 
if necessary.

A meet­ 
ing in New York, attended by many of 
the men and women most prominent in the 
American theater as actors, writers and 
producers, caught much of his enthusiasm. 
Why not a Stratford-on-Housatonic here, 
if not on as grand a scale as the theater 
in Stratford-on-Avon, 
I h e playwright’s 
Birthplace? The Connecticut Stratford is 
old as American communities go, dating 
from 1639, only 23 years after the death of 
the bard. 
Is there need of such an undertaking? 
The question almost answers itself. More 
people speak English in the United States 
than in all the rest of the world c o in­ 
toned. Yet England, with a population one- 
fourth that of the United States, sees many 
more presentations than Americans do of 
plays of the greatest literary genius of the 
English language. 
■"The English need not go to London for 
their Shakespeare, for repertory compa­ 
nies abound. Americans get Shakespeare 
on the infrequent occasions B r o a d w a y 
deigns to present him. Perhaps summer 
plays at the American Stratford, acces­ 
sible to a large segment of the population, 
will inspire hefty subscriptions to the new 
plan, and the projected academy will train 
repertory companies to make Shakespeare 
available to many more millions. 


RED CROSS PREPAREDNESS 
KEYNOTE OF THE widespread activi­ 
ties of the Red Cross is its preparedness 
to go to work in any crisis or emergency 
in addition to the year-round services it 
performs. Less appealing to the imagina­ 
tion, perhaps, but just as important as its 
immediate response in disasters, is the aid 
given to troubled service men here a n d 
abroad, to their families and to veterans in 
hospitals. 
This is not primarily financial, but 232,- 
000 service men and veterans and 133.000 
families benefited in the fiscal year ended 
last June 30. 
The blood program was next, at a cost 
of $12,879,000 for collection of 1,792,500 
blood units for civilians, and 2,369,600 do­ 
nations for national defense and the pro­ 
duction of gamma globulin for the Office 
of Defense Mobilizati on. The National Red 
Cross and the 3.700 chapters combined 
each spent more than $6,000,000 in t h i s 
service. 


W hen any P resid en t of the United States J 
delivers a m essag e to C ongress or deliv- j 
ers a m a jo r speech, the editorial response 
m u st be im m ediate. We in the new spapers i 
and the hurried m en on radio a re required i 
by our tra d e s to set forth im m ed iate re ­ 


actions. It is one of the tra v a ils of a fcee 
society.

DIET AND HEALTH 


Some Heart Conditions A id e d 
By a M ild , W arm er Clim ate 


By HIRMAN N. BUNDESEN, M.D. 


THE southeastern section of 
the United States h a s turned out 
to be a sort of fountain of youth 
for h e a rt patients, if not for the 
rest of the searchers for eternal 
life and youth. Every year, there 
is an annual pilgrimage of h e a rt 
patients to these states. 
Climate appears to be an Im­ 
p o rta n t factor in both the occur­ 
rence and the severity of rh e u ­ 
m atic type of h e art disease. 


In N orthern Sections 
In the n o rth ern p art of the 
United States, rheum atic h e a rt 
infection and its p e rm a n e n t in­ 
volvement of th e h e a rt valves 
occur five tim es more frequently 
th a n in the southern parts of this 
country. It is believed th a t the 
lesser occurrence of this disease 
is due to the com paratively low 
occurrence of upper respiratory 
infections, enpecially those as­ 
sociated with the streptococcus 
germ th a t is a supposed contrib­ 
uting cause of rheum atic fever. 
The mildness of the clim ate al­ 
lows m uch more tim e to be spent 
outdoors, less crowding indoors, 
and less spread of infection. I t is 
a well known fact th a t crowding 
increases the incidence of rh e u ­ 
m atic fever an d too often it oc­ 
curs in several m em bers of the j 
same family. 


O ther Types Benefited 


O ther types of h e a rt disease 
patients also m igrate regularly to 
the southern climates. 
Persons who suffer from heart 
disease due to high blood pres- * 


sure or h a rdening of the arteries 
have a g reater tendency to de­ 
velop h e a rt failure w hen they 
contract upper respiratory and 
lung infections. The chances of 
this occurring in southern cli­ 
m ates are greatly reduced. 
It is a well known fact th a t 
m any people have h e a rt attacks 
and constriction of the blood ves­ 
sels of th e h e a rt in cold weather. 
Many h eart patients are th ere­ 
fore 
instructed 
not 
to 
walk 
against a cold wind. Thus, by 
moving to a m ilder climate, these 
heart patients are helped through 
a winter which they m ight oth er­ 
wise have to spend indoors. 


Ideal Conditions 


It has been found th a t h e a rt 
patients are very com fortable and 
do best in a tem perature of from 
sixty-eight to seventy-two de­ 
grees Farenheit, w ith a hum idity 
th a t ranges from forty-eight to 
seventy-two per cent. 
However, it m ust be pointed out 
th a t heart patients, in too w arm 
a climate or tem perature, can be 
just as uncom fortable as in a 
cold climate. 
QUESTION AND ANSWER 
D. A.: I have circles under my 
eyes.

Answer: Circles und er th e eyes 
are usually caused by w h at is 
known as unbalancing of the

Stirs Wonder About Cleanliness

WASHINGTON (^—Senators in 
the days of the old Romans used 
to talk over problems of state in 
their marble baths. 
It was a privilege of office and 
a luxury that set them 
apart 
from their constituents, perhaps 
leading the Roman man in the 
street to m utter enviously: 
“ Wh> should Sen. J. Quintus 
and his pals get steam -clewed at

) the taxpayer’s expense when I 
* have to patronize a public bath 
with the riffraff?” 
This may be the origin of the 
saying that “ a politician is al­ 
ways in hot w ater.” 
Be that as it may, the senators 
of practically every country since 
Rome have managed 
to 
have 
their private baths where they 
can quieUy discuss public issued 
w hile their tissues are being pum- 
( 
meled by 
attendants. 
Senators 
are a traditional breed, linked by 
a brotherhood of dignity and po­ 
sition that defies differences of 
time language, and politics. 
They still do as the Roman sen­ 
ators did, who set the pattern 
long ago. The U. S. Senate has 
its private marble 
baths, 
too. 
But it doesn t brag about it. In­ 
deed the senators are downright 
bashful about 
mentioning 
this 
special plumbing privilege—and 
the fact they 
have their own 
swimming pool. 
I discovered the existence of 
this marble-walled senatorial re­ 
treat when I asked how the eld­ 
er statesm en managed to keep 
physically fit for their exhaust­ 
ing tasks. Talking over a hot desk 
all day can be pretty wearing. 
“ They go to the baths and re­ 
lax,” said a veteran correspond­ 
ent here. When I expressed an 
Interest in seeing them, he look­ 
ed shocked and replied: 
“ Why, 
you 
couldn’t 
get 
in 
there. That is one place where 
senators want to be alone, and 
they are very jealous of this 
privilege.” 
Well, that piqued me as a tax­ 
payer. If Mr. and Mrs. Eisen­ 
hower permit people to wander 
through the White House, why 
couldn’t I at least take a peek 
at the senatorial baths, particu­ 
larly if I promised to bring my 
own soap and not leave the hot 
water tap dripping? 
E asier said than done. But I 
finally 
m ade 
it 
after 
going 
through 
four 
channels, 
three 
roadblocks and piercing two Iron 
Curtains of verbal objection. I 
pushed open a swinging door in 


the Senate office building 
that 
said ‘‘For Senators Only” 
and 
stood at last within the sanctum 
sanctorum. 
Frankly, I 
was disappointed. 
The mysterious baths consisted 
only of some old-fashioned m ar­ 
ble-walled bathing chambers, a 
small steam room, a tiny gym 
with a rowing machine and a me­ 
chanical horse. 
Two unadorned senators were 
idly toweling themselves dry. I 
didn’t recognize them. Senators 
without their spectacles on look 
pretty much alike. 
I started to ask an attendant 
what kind of exercises the sena­ 
tors favored, but he was reluct­ 
ant to talk. I couldn’t even find 
out whether they had a special 
ladies’ day for 
Sen. 
Margaret 
Chase Smith of Maine. 
Later an old hand around the 
capital told me: 
‘‘The reason for all the secrecy 
is that the senators are touchy 
about letting 
the 
voters 
even 
know they have free baths. Act­ 
ually, in recent years, most sena­ 
tors haven’t bothered to use the 
place much. But a few old retir­ 
ed senators show up regularly to 
talk over the mistakes 
McKin­ 
ley and Woodrow' Wilson made.” 
My reaction after seeing the 
baths was that a Rom ar. senator 
would be asham ed of them, and 
that we are lucky to have as 
clean a bunch of senators as we 
have. I doubt if an aroused citi­ 
zenry will ever m arch on Wash­ 
ington to destroy the baths. 
But if I were a senatoi one of 
the first things I’d do is intro­ 
duce a bill to tear out all that 
antique plumbing and put in a 
gym at least as good as the one 
you find in the average public 
high school.

Foundation for Infantile Paralysis 
says it hopes to have enough trial 
polio vaccine for at least 500.000 
second grade school children be­ 
fore June I. 
Basil O’Connor, the foundation 
president, 
adds 
that 
sufficient 
vaccine possibly may he produced 
by June to inoculate as m any as 
a million children. 
However, he says that “ no polio 
vaccine will be available for the 
general public in 1954” and that 
“ it will be 1955 before it can be 
demonstrated whether or not the 
substance is effective.” 
The vaccine is that developed 
by Dr. Jonas E. Salk of the Uni­ 
versity of Pittsburgh.

Origial 
signatures

sake, but oldtim ers here say the 
only signer now living is Dr. G. W. 
Heffner, who recently returned to 
Circleville. His n am e m any years 
ago becam e a p erm an en t part of 
the Circleville Story, and with his 
th ere a re other nam es which like­ 
wise stand for distinguished m ed­ 
ical service to the com m unity's 
past. 
Holman. D u n t o n , Shaeffer, 
Row, Jones, Courtright, Irwin, 
and others. 
As p roclaim ed in 
the 1897 fee 
list, “ visits in the city” cost $1.50— 
with a m ileage ra te figured beyond 
the corporate limits. The city rate 
held for the first mile outside the 
com m unity, 
but 
for 
each 
mile 
th e re a fte r it 
increased from 50 
cents to a dollar. 
“ C onsultations” in the city w ere 
from $5 to $15. The sam e fee went 
if they w ere held “ in the country” , 
but m ileage w as extra.

“ E x p e rt testim ony, $25 to $150. j 
T ost-m ortem exam inations for p ri­ 
v ate persons or for the coroner, r e ­ 
quiring dissection, $25 to $50. 
“ Viewing the bodies of the dead j 
a t sum m ons of the coroner and tes- J 
tifving as to cause of death, $10 to 
$25.

from 50 cents to one dollar. . . .
